TICKETS NOT BEING TAKEN 


Unless Citizens Manifest Desire to 
go on, Harry Wade Will be Noti- 


fied Not to Come 


The campaign to locate the pro- 


posed Indiana Knights of I'ythias 
home in Rushville was in the balance 
today. 


Following a canvass of the situa- 


tion this morning, the general com- 
mittee put it up squarely lo the <-i- 
tixens of the community by announc- 
ing. lhat_if,:.tbe.-proper.interest had 
not been shown in the project by 
ten o'clock Monday 
morning, 
the 


banquet 
scheduled 
for 
Tuesday 


evening would be called off and the 
campaign twbruptly ended. 


The committee took this stand this 


morning when it became known that 
only a fcxv more than fifty tickets 
for the banquet had been taken and 
that some of Ruslivillc's citizens who 
should he interested in th«, effort, 
had not shown enough interest 
to 


take a ticket to the banquet. 


The committee announced that it 


would not. sponsor any 
movement 


that would put the community in an 
embarrassing -position and that 
if 


the proper support had - not 
been 


given the banquet project by Mon- 
day morning, Harry AVade of India- 
napolis, head of the Pythian home 
committee, would be notified not to 
come and all plans would be called 
off. 


Mr. Wade accepted an invitation 


to address the local gathering and, 
explain what the lodge proposed to 
do and what the advantages of loca- 
ting an institution of this character 
would be. 


The tickets for the banquet arc on 


sale at all of ^be banks and 
drug 


stores, and it was pointed^out this 
morning by the committee that tick- 
ets might be had at the drug stores 
up until Sunday noon. 


Only by responding to this appeal 


will ',ho citizens of the 
community 


make it possible lo.go ahead with 
the campaign to raise a fund, so as 
to be able to bid on the home when 
a site is selected next month. 


Committees on options, 
pledges 


and -program have been at work and 
are making preparations 
for 
the 


banquet Tuesday evening at 6:30 o'- 
clock at St. Paul's Methodist Epis,- 
copal church, but unless enough in- 
terest is sho'.vn to merit the holding 
of tho banquet, it will be called oft 
and Mr. Wade notified not to come 
because Rushville is not an applicant 
(for the home.- 


Furlhermore, it was stated by the 


committee that it was not desired 
that tickets .lie taken by anyone not 
interested in the project, because if 
tickets were sold to persons not 
"sold" on the movement, they would 
be a handicap instead of a benefit.

James Baldwin, Head of 
Schools 


Here From 1883 to 1885, Dies in 


South Orange, N. J. 


BOOKS IN LOCAL LIBRARY 


Word has been received here of 


the death of James Baldwin, who 
was superintendent of the Kushville 
public schools from 1883 to 1S85, 
at his home in South Orange, N. J. 


After leaving Rushville, Mr. Bald- 


win became famous as 
an author 


and a number of his books are to be 
found in the' Rushville public library. 
He perfected a school report book 
which has been printed for a number 
of years by the Public School Print- 
ing Co., (The Daily Republican) and 
has been receiving royalties on the 
book since it was first copyrighted 
in 1881. 


Mr. Baldwin was probably best 


known in the literary world by "The 
Book Lover,"'a copy of which is in 
the local library, together with 
a. 


number of children's hooks on my- 
thology which he wrote. 


Mr. Baldwin established the first 


school library in Rushville, -deriving 
funds .for the enterprise by the dra- 
matization of "The Hoosier School- 
master." 


For almost a. half Century he was 


chief editor of the American Book 
company of New York City and for 
some years he was on the retired 
list. One of his nlost popular books 
was "In My Youth," which was writ- 
ten to preserve" some of the early 
history of the settling of Indiana, 
which was about to be lost. Mr. 
Baldwin also -was the author of a 
number of school texts, some of 
which have been used in the local 
schools.
